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A  large  epidemic  of  Measles,  and  a  smaller  one  of  Whooping 
Cough  occurred  ;  the  value  of  notification  of  these  two 
complaints  being  open  to  question. 

The  figures  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  satisfac¬ 
tory,  13  of  the  former,  4  only  of  the  latter.  Three  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  were  sent  to  Hospital,  and  3  of  Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  occurred,  one  having  a 
fatal  termination. 

During  the  year  many  young  people  were  inoculated  against 
Diphtheria,  the  school  authorities  giving  every  assistance  and 
the  treatment  being  given  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
area.  It  was  calculated  that  approximately  70%  of  the  children 
of  school  age  .and  30%  of  those  above  the  age  of  one  year  but 
below  school  age  have  received  treatment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  4  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
4  deaths,  and  there  were  also  4  notifications  and  4  deaths  from 
the  Non-pulmonary  form  of  the  disease. 

These  figures  are  satisfactory.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report 
of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941, 
having  succeeded  to  the  post  vacated  by  your  previous  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  G.  L.  Robinson,  in  June  of  that  year. 

The  Report  has  been  presented  rather  later  than  has  been 
the  custom  in  the  past,  but  due  to  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  emergency  duties  which  are  being  carried  out  in  addition  to 
the  normal  routine  work  of  the  Sanitary  Section  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Surveyor’s  Department,  this  has  been  unfortunately 
unavoidable. 

Although  the  second  year  of  the  war  has  had  a  disturbing 
influence  on  the  work  of  the  Department,  due  to  the  absence  of 
two  members  of  the  staff  on  war  service,  no  qualified  assistance 
being  available,  and  extra  duties  including  the  Salvage  organis¬ 
ation,  the  administration  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Service,  Civil 
Defence  and  other  similar  work,  and  the  control  of  Fuel 
Supplies,  I  have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  routine  sanitary 
work  as  far  as  it  has  been  found  possible. 
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I  must  state  that  without  the  assitance  rendered  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  help  and  guidance  given  by  each 
individual  member  of  the  Council,  the  co-operation  readily  given 
by  other  Departments,  and  the  diligent  way  in  which  the  staff 
of  my  Department  have  carried  out  their  duties,  it  would  at 
times  have  been  almost  impossible  to  cope  with  the  volume  of 
work. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  report  must  again  be  of  a 
somewhat  brief  nature  for  many  reasons,  and  it  will  not  be 
until  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  that  a  complete  report  can  be 
presented  of  the  war  period.

HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

The  work  daring  1941  has  almost  entirely  consisted  of 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  the  execution  of  essential 
repairs  so  as  to  maintain  a  reasonable  standard  of  housing. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Constant  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Water  Supplies.  The  public  supplies  in  the  Parishes  of  Claypole, 
Stubton,  Fenton,  Colsterworth,  Barrowby  and  Ancaster  con¬ 
tinued  satisfaction,  and  the  Analyst’s  Report  upon  the  samples 
of  water  submitted  proved  that  the  supplies  were  bacterio- 
logically  pure. 

The  temporary  chlorination  plant  installed  by  your  previous 
Inspector  as  a  temporary  measure  to  the  Ropsley  supply  is  still  in 
operation  although,  as  previously  reported,  it  cannot  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory  for  permanent  use,  as  the  rate  of  insertion  of  the 
chlorine  cannot  be  regulated  accurately  to  the  supply  required. 
The  water  is  therefore  only  at  times  bacteriologically  pure  and 
although  the  public  have  been  continually  advised  to  boil  the 
water  well  before  use,  children  have  been  observed  to  drink  the 
water  direct  from  the  public  taps  in  the  village. 

The  Analyst  reported  that  a  sample  of  water  taken  from  a 
public  tap  in  the  Parish  of  Welby  during  the  month  of  August 
showed  that  frecal  coli  was  present  in  the  water. 

An  immediate  investigation  was  made  as  to  the  source  of 
the  contamination  as  this  public  supply  had  previously  proved 
to  be  quite  satisfactory.  After  further  samples  of  water  had 
been  analysed,  it  was  discovered  that  the  water  was  being 
contaminated  before  entering  into  the  storage  reservoir.  Here 
further  difficulty  was  encountered  as  not  even  the  oldest 
inhabitant  of  the  Parish  was  able  to  define  the  exact  source  of 
the  supply.  However,  two  small  springs  were  eventually  traced 
and  it  was  found  that  surface  water  was  obtaining  entry, 
not  only  at  the  source,  but  between  the  source  and  the  reservoir. 


as  the  water  was  conveyed  to  the  reservoir  by  unjointed  sanitary 
pipes  to  which  were  connected  a  number  of  field  drains,  laid 
only  a  few  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

After  improvement  works  had  been  carried  out  and  the 
surface  water  had  been  diverted,  samples  were  again  taken,  and 
on  analysis  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  month  of  September,  the  public  supply  to  the 
village  of  Sudbrook  was  the  cause  of  some  concern.  It  was 
discovered  that  the  supply  from  the  spring  had  considerably 
diminished,  the  storage  reservoir  had  become  almost  emptied, 
and  the  supply  main  had  become  air  locked  due  to  the  lack  of  air 
valves  in  the  main.  As  a  result  the  water  pressure  in  the 
village  was  considerably  reduced. 

A  rather  unorthodox  method  was  adopted  which,  however, 
successfully  overcame  the  air-lock.  Water  was  pumped  from  a 
private  storage  reservoir  some  considerable  distance  away 
through  a  pipe  line,  and  the  village  reservoir  was  filled  up. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  A.  W.  S.  Dean,  of  Sudbrook  Manor, 
for  the  use  of  his  private  supply,  and  to  Company  Officer  R.  J. 
Willers,  and  the  Fire  Service  Units  who  volunteered  to  carry 
out  the  work. 

The  contract  for  carting  water  to  houses  in  the  parishes  of 
Long  Bennington,  Westborough  and  Dry  Doddington  was 
continued,  water  being  carted,  as  in  previous  years,  on  every 
day  except  Sundays. 

The  majority  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  other  villages  are 
obtained  from  wells,  which  are  usually  found  to  be  of  the 
shallow  type,  and  can  therefore  he  suspected  of  being  at  least 
intermittently  contaminated.  Examinations  of  this  type  of 
well  have  been  carried  out  and  samples  of  water  taken  for 
analysis. 

As  the  district  is  not  favourably  endowed  with  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  satisfactory  for  public  supplies,  a.  considerable 
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amount  of  time  must  be  spent  in  ensuring  that  the  existing 
supplies  are  safe.  However,  the  public  are  apt  to  overlook  the 
dangers  of  not  boiling  water  when  advised  to  do  so,  on  the 
grounds  that  the  water  has  been  drunk  for  years  by  the  same 
family  without  any  harmful  effects  being  observed.

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Claypole  are  still  most  un¬ 
satisfactory,  as  the  dosing  syphon  and  distributor  arms  to  the 
filter  are  not  in  a  working  condition  and  the  works  are  over¬ 
loaded.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  special  treatment  of  storm 
water  which  is  allowed  to  overload  the  works,  with  resultant 
flooding. 

The  Barrowby  Disposal  Works,  although  being  maintained 
at  as  high  a  standard  as  possible,  are  by  no  means  satisfactory. 
Here  also  the  distributor  arms  to  the  percolating  filter  are  not 
functioning  and  require  renewal. 

The  numerous  sewer  dykes  and  septic  tanks  in  the  area 
have  been  cleaned  out  from  time  to  time  when  found  necessary, 
although  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable 
labour  for  the  work. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 

No  system  of  regular  scavenging  has  yet  been  put  into 
operation,  with  the  result  that  the  collection  of  salvage  cannot 
be  made  with  anything  like  100%  efficiency  in  this  very  scattered 
rural  area,  where  a  lorry  has  to  travel  approximately  200  miles 
in  order  to  collect  from  every  village  depot. 
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Considerable  improvement  in  the  method  of  collecting  was 
made  during  the  year,  and  thanks  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the 
many  willing  helpers  a  considerable  amount  of  success  can  be 
reported  as  compared  with  the  year  of  1940,  when  salvage,  so 
far  as  this  area  was  concerned,  was  in  its  infancy. 


Amongst  the  many  voluntary  helpers,  the  rural  members  of 
the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services,  School  Teachers,  School 
Children,  and  members  of  the  Women’s  Institute  have  played 
an  important  role.  They  have  not  only  made  regular  house-to- 
house  collections  but  have  also  sorted  and  baled  the  materials 
at  the  Council’s  Depot. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  D.  Jacques,  O.B.E.,  who  has 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  her  time  to  making  the  salvage  scheme  a 
success  by  continual  and  regular  contact  with  the  village  helpers, 
advising  them  and  spurring  them  on  to  greater  efforts.

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  central  slaughter-house  in  the 
Borough  of  Grantham  is  still  handling  the  whole  of  the  meat 
required  by  the  butchers  in  the  rural  area. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  the  dirty  state 
of  the  meat  when  received  at  the  butchers’  shops  in  the  district. 
It  was  observed  that  the  interior  of  the  vehicle  used  for  the 
delivery  of  the  meat  from  the  central  slaughter-house  was  often 
in  a  dirty  condition,  and  the  clothing  worn  by  the  persons 
handling  the  meat  was  not  as  clean  as  it  might  have  been. 
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The  butchers  in  the  area  have  always  satisfactorily  complied 
with  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  and  it  was  only 
right  that  the  Ministry  of  Food  should  take  similar  precautions 
to  prevent  the  exposure  of  the  meat  to  contamination. 

A  certain  quantity  of  meat  was  wasted  during  the  summer 
months,  due  no  doubt  to  the  lack  of  cold  storage  at  the  Ministry 
of  Food  slaughter-house,  and  the  length  of  time  that  the  meat 
was  in  transport  before  reaching  the  outlying  areas. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  these  unsatisfactory 
conditions  have  been  remedied  to  some  extent. 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  food  shops  in  the 
district,  including  ice  cream  premises,  and  a  satisfactory  standard 
of  cleanliness  maintained. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

The  legal  responsibility  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Rats  and 
Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  was  delegated  to  the  Rural 
District  Council  during  the  year  and  a  plan  of  attack  was 
immediately  put  into  operation. 

A  rat  gassing  machine  was  purchased  and  issued  on  loan  in 
the  area,  and  a  “  Reward  Scheme  ”  for  catching  rats  by  ferrets, 
trapping,  shooting,  etc.,  was  put  into  operation.  Although  there 
appears  to  be  various  schools  of  thought  on  the  subject  of 
reward  schemes,  it  was  found  that  the  system  adopted  provided 
an  excellent  method  of  ascertaining  where  the  largest  infest¬ 
ations  were  to  be  found.  Investigations  were  made,  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  County  Pests  Officer,  a  considerable 
amount  of  valuable  work  was  carried  out  in  an  endeavour  to 
exterminate  these  pests  which  are  not  only  eating  away  valuable 
foodstuffs,  but  are  also  a  serious  menace  to  the  public  health  in 
spreading  disease. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  back  fencing  of  stacks  at 
threshing  time  and  it  was  found  that  a  considerable  number  of 
rats  were  accounted  for  in  that  way. 
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The  success  of  tlie  scheme  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  amount 
of  publicity  which  it  was  given  by  press,  posters,  films  and 
demonstrations.  The  films  presented  by  the  Ministry  of 
Information  in  most  of  the  larger  villages  were  well  received  as 
they  dealt  with  the  subject  thoroughly  and  showed  the  most 
effective  methods  to  he  adopted. 

KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

There  are  only  two  Knackers’  Yards  in  the  district  and 
both  yards  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  found  to  be 
maintained  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

At  one  period  in  the  year,  one  of  the  yards  was  unable  to 
cope  with  the  large  number  of  carcasses  received  with  the  result 
that  the  premises  became  a  general  dumping  ground,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  offals,  hides,  etc.,  was  allowed  to  accumulate. 
However,  after  informal  action  was  taken,  the  situation  was 
relieved  and  the  nuisance  remedied. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

360  Persons  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  as  Milk  Producers,  4  new  registrations  being 
made  during  the  year. 

Three  firms  retail  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  district.
